ties against the smuller and weaker tribes to 
obtain prisoners, many of whom are sold as 


slaves, 


and large numbers are offered as sac gj- 


fives upon the death of any favorite of his 
Majesty. While I was at Wbydah, he offered 


of his chiefs. At the death of King Guzo, who 
ried last November, 800 captives were killed,

200 of his tavorite wives. Since then,
